It was a 
borrowed axe head. It's not his own. We need God's power! 
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1) ...many in the church of God today. Powerful, used of God at 
one time, then becoming ineffective. 

If you are going to get that power that 
touch back on your life you are going to have to go right back to 
where you lost it. Deal with why you lost it. The place of 
departure is always the place of recovery. Is it some sin, 
bitterness, some falling out.
